Space Concordia is a team of engineering 
students who worked together under 
demanding conditions to win a national 
satellite design competition. In leading the 
project, which will culminate with the launch 
of their satellite into space, they successfully 
reached out for advice from faculty, as well 


as support from the university and industry. 


Through his research lab, Professor John 


Capobianco is producing intriguing work 


on nano technology that has the potential to 
propel advances in diagnostic medicine. One 
of Capobianco’s students, Rafik Naccache, 
proved his outstanding academic and scientific 
leadership abilities while at Concordia and 
won the Governor General’s Gold Medal 

for his PhD thesis. 


Zeynep Arsel is a marketing professor in 

the John Molson School of Business, whose 
fascinating research on surprising trends in 
contemporary consumption has been featured 
in leading publications such as Harper’s 


Magazine, Wired, and Psychology Today. 


Qualities such as the resolve to give back 
to society and foster constructive change 
in how we live are also borne out in the 


Concordians we profile here. 


Concordia’s Montreal Institute for Genocide 
and Human Rights Studies, led by Professor 
Frank Chalk, continues to have a profound 
impact on policy makers around the world. 
Toronto and Ottawa declared Will to 


Intervene Day, and Professor Chalk was 





awarded the Queen Elizabeth II] Diamond 


Jubilee Medal for his contribution to the 


awareness and prevention of genocide. 


La Ruche d’Art is an outreach project in 
Montreal’s St. Henri community founded 
by Professor Janis Timm-Bottos of the 
Department of Creative Arts Therapies. 
The community-based art hive defines 
inclusiveness by welcoming those living 
on society’s margins to learn, teach and 


share ideas. 


A volunteer since age 14, Alli Carr is a highly 
accomplished Concordia biology student 

who has worked in developing countries on 
grassroots projects for the past 12 years. In one 
of her projects, she founded an organic farm 
in Ghana where she plans to build a boarding 
home and school for mentally challenged 


children, who are ostracized by society. 


These are just some of the Concordians who 
are making a difference in the world. Their 
contributions hold great promise for the 


future of our university and our community.

ith its hand-painted sign and 

pink facade, no one would 

mistake the storefront studio 
at 4525 St. Jacques St. W. for a lab. And 
yet La Ruche d’Art (Art Hive) is precisely 
that — a living laboratory that’s part of Janis 
Timm-Bottos’s 20-year research on building 
individual and community identity through 
art, and on understanding how this enriches 


student learning. 


The “lab” is actually 

a unique community- 
Concordia partnership for 
which Timm-Bottos has 
national ambitions. It also 
reflects the university’s 
ongoing efforts to foster 
community development 
through outreach programs. 
Stocked with donated art 
materials such as fabrics and 
paints, local residents are 
encouraged to drop in and create. There are 
no instructors. Participants learn from and 
teach each other, and, in the process, share 


ideas about local social and cultural issues. 


An assistant professor of art therapy in the 
Faculty of Fine Arts, Timm-Bottos launched 
the storefront studio in 2011 (her first was in 
Albuquerque, emerging from her thesis at the 
University of New Mexico), and saw it host 


2,000 visits and five exhibits in its first year.

La Ruche d’Art’s artists, attracted from 

the St. Henri working-class neighbourhood, 
include seniors and kids who experience 
the remarkable surge in confidence and 
sense of belonging that occurs when people 
create together. Their heightened self-worth 
ultimately radiates out into the community 
as shared pride and vitality. “I’ve seen family 
relationships transformed as a child watches 
his dad make something for the first time,” 


says Timm-Bottos. 


Concordia students, 

who study within various 
disciplines in the Faculty 
of Fine Arts, and new 
graduates staff the 

facility. Timm-Bottos 
teaches students how to 
observe and write field 
notes, which feed into her 
research on experiential 
learning. “Their writing 
combines academic and engaged learning,” 
she says, “and gives us an amazing window 
on the student’s acquisition of skills and ways 


of being in a community space.” 


Indeed, La Ruche d’Art’s community-building 
outcomes have already attracted public 

and private benefactors, including the J. W. 
McConnell Family Foundation, which is 
investing $300,000 over three years to support 
this and a sister storefront in Montreal’s 
Ahuntsic neighbourhood. Timm-Bottos and 
the foundation have big ambitions. “The hope 
is to have a cascading effect,” she says, adding 


that the model will be rolled out nationally. 





nderdogs. That’s how Nick Sweet 
describes the engineering students 
who formed Space Concordia, 
an extracurricular club that spent two years 
designing and building a satellite to enter in 


the Canadian Satellite Design Challenge. 


Sweet, a fourth-year undergraduate in 
computer engineering and Space Concordia’s 
team captain, knew the group was up against 
formidable competition. “Concordia doesn’t 
have an astronautical program and we were 
competing against universities that do,” he 
says. That’s what made Space Concordia’s 


first-place win so, well ... sweet. 


So how did Concordia prevail to become 
Quebec's first university to win this 
competition? Sweet credits Scott Gleason, 

an assistant professor whose career in satellite 
navigation includes a stint at NASA. Shortly 
after touching down at Concordia in 2010, 
Gleason sent out invitations to gauge interest 
in an astronautics club. He packed the room 


and in the process, changed several lives. 


Space Concordia counts 50 graduate 
and undergraduate students from all five 


engineering departments. 


The competition was organized by space 
consulting company Geocentrix Technologies 
to advance space education in Canada and 
inspire students to pursue education and 


careers in science and engineering. 


A launch of the shoebox-size satellite into 
space is the winning team’s prize and will 
take place in mid-to-late 2013. It will study 
the South Atlantic Anomaly, an intense 
radiation zone responsible for aerospace 
systems failures. Sweet lauds Gleason for his 
direction. “Dr. Gleason became a mentor, an 


expert and a friend,” he says. “He coached us 


through two years of tough — but correct! 
— design decisions, going above and beyond 


what’s expected.” 


That included lab meetings late at night. 
Sweet lost track of how often he slept in 
the lab, one night counting five other team 


members bedding down. 


The team triumphed because of its dogged 
determination, but also because it was 
multidisciplinary, says Gleason: “It’s all 

about breaking down barriers. We had 
software, electrical, mechanical and computer 
engineering students. We even had an arts 
student helping with presentations.” Then 
there’s its leadership. “Nick knows how to 
motivate and organize. Even after many years, 


some people never acquire those skills.” 


Gleason says the project will make 
Concordia attractive to prospective students. 
“Spacecraft work is sort of sexy,” he says. 
“You don’t have to sell it too hard. It can pull 
students in. And what this win means long- 
term is that we've got a lot of interest here in 
satellite design and the potential for a space 


engineering program at Concordia.” 


The club’s participation in the contest was 
also a superb opportunity for experiential 


learning, he says. 


Sweet was invited to the Caltech Space 
Challenge in March 2013, where he joined 
engineering students from MIT, CERN 

and other members of the academic 
stratosphere, to develop a mission plan 
for sending humans to a Martian moon. 
“I’m on a completely different trajectory 
because of Dr. Gleason’s invitation,” he 


says. “It awes me to think how one gesture 


made such a huge difference.” 
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HUMANITY, ONE 
CHILD AT A TIME 


fter completing an undergraduate 

degree, Alli Carr decided to 

travel for a year and participate in 
volunteer stints across Africa, South America 
and Asia. On her first stop, while strolling 
through a Ghanaian market, she felt a tap 
on her shoulder. It was Martha, a girl with 
Down Syndrome, asking for a hug. Carr was 
captivated. Her month stretched into four ... 
and she never made it past Ghana. The need 


there was just too great. 


It’s not unusual to find intellectually disabled 
children tied to trees in Ghana, explains Carr, 
who is finishing an undergraduate degree in 
biology at Concordia. They’re stigmatized 

in the West African country where they’re 


believed to be witches. 


She had worked with intellectually disabled 
children in Canada, Romania, Peru and 
Guatemala but the locals in the volunteer 
organization hosting her in Ghana didn’t 
understand when she asked if she could do 
similar work there. “No one knew what 
disabilities were so | told the director | wanted 


to work with kids like Martha,” she said. 


Carr was introduced to disabled children and 
adults in six local families and began a small 


home school for them. 


“I tend to take the role of caregiver,” she says. 


The experience led her to found Happy 
Village International, a not-for-profit 
organization whose mission is to help 
Ghanaian kids with disabilities learn and 
integrate into society. In 2008, she used her 
savings to buy 4.65 acres of land in Ghana, 


on which she has since created an organic 


farm. It will one day house a clinic, a boarding 
house and Ruth’s Sunshine School, all for 


people with disabilities. 


Concordia’s culture promotes community 
engagement and social responsibility, 
supporting students in becoming responsible 
and committed citizens who are contributing 
to improving communities — both locally and 
globally. Carr was honoured in April with a 
Concordia Volunteer Recognition Award by 


the Concordia Council on Student Life. 


“Doing my biology degree at Concordia has 
solidified what | want to do with the rest 

of my life,” she says, adding that she has 
found encouragement and support for her 
international development work from fellow 
students and professors at the university. 

She is planning a career in medicine or public 
health and credits her high school for opening 
her eyes to volunteerism at age 14. But it was 
her late grandmother, Ruth, who opened 

her heart: “She was the most philanthropic 
person I’ve ever known,” she says. “She’d 
collect her pennies from bridge, money from 
Coke cans ... When she heard about a family 
whose home was destroyed, she'd find some 


way to give.” 


Carr’s Ghanaian journey has had its share of 
heartbreak. Mele, a youth with whom she 
had worked, was raped during a visit home 
from school and later miscarried. Charles, 

a delightful eight-year-old with epilepsy and 


profound disabilities, has disappeared. 


But her resolve is firm: “My dream is to get 
these kids into a safe environment and reduce 


the stigma,” she says. 





s a world authority on detecting 

early warning signs for mass 

atrocities, history professor Frank 
Chalk collaborates with the UN Office of the 
Special Adviser for the Prevention of Genocide 


in 2012 to monitor Syria’s social media. 


His mission? Look for signs on rebel 
and government Facebook pages — 
the medium favoured by both sides — 
that the ongoing conflict 


could escalate into genocide. 


“On the rebel side,” 

says Chalk, director of 
Concordia’s Montreal 
Institute for Genocide 

and Human Rights Studies 
(MIGS), “we were looking 
for focused attacks on 
minorities, specifically 
Christians, Kurds and 
Alawites.” Syria’s governing 
elite is mostly Alawite, “so this minority might 
be vulnerable if the government were to fall. 
Often in crimes against humanity, all members 


are made to suffer for the offences of a few.” 


According to Chalk, the good news is that 
MIGS’s Arabic-speaking monitors found 

no evidence of rebel groups demonizing 
minorities. A more troubling trend, however, 
is emerging on the Syrian government’s 
Facebook pages, where “supporters are 
attempting to connect the rebel groups 

with Zionism.” Clearly, the monitoring 


must continue. 


Chalk’s recent work in social media builds on 
his years of research into how authorities in 


the past deployed radio broadcasts to whip

up hatred and seed their killing fields. His 
findings about these early warning signs might 
have forecast the 1994 Rwandan genocide 
— but whether the world would have acted 


remains a moot point. 


Today, the case for early prevention and 
intervention is a great deal stronger, thanks 
in part to MIGS. Founded by Chalk and 
sociology professor Kurt Jonassohn in 1986, 
MIGS is a multidisciplinary 
centre of study and 
research that has attracted 
leading scholars, activists 
and policy advisors, 
including Sen. 

and LtGen. Roméo 
Dallaire (ret), who is 
MIGS’s Distinguished 


Senior Fellow. 


Among MIGS’s major 
accomplishments is the 
Will to Intervene (W2l), a post-Rwanda 
project that culminated in a report and a 
2010 book, co-authored by Chalk, that laid 
out concrete ways Canadian and U.S. leaders 
can say “never again” ... and mean it. Shortly 
after W2I issued its policy roadmaps, the 
Obama administration adopted two of the 
10 recommendations, reducing the odds of 


another Rwanda. 


On September 24, 2012, Ottawa became 
Canada’s fourth city to declare a Will to 
Intervene Day. At the ceremony, former 
Canadian Ambassador to the UN Paul 
Heinbecker joined Chalk to affirm the 
importance of W2I’s mission to educate 


citizens and shape Canadian policy. 
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fter a busy day teaching at 

Concordia’s John Molson School 

of Business (JMSB), marketing 
professor Zeynep Arsel likes to unwind to 
the beat of Cambodian Khmer psychedelic 


pop. So would that make her a hipster? 


Hipsters are a stereotype, says Arsel, who 
won the Sydney J. Levy Award for Consumer 
Culture Theory for a much-cited dissertation 
paper on the hipster phenomenon. The 
moment hipsters entered mainstream culture, 
they vanished as a positive category: “Once 
a word that described cultural creatives 

and radicals, including the beat generation, 
‘hipster’ has become derogatory,” she says. 
“No doubt popular media and marketers 
were responsible, with their heavy co- 


optation of the term.” 


Arsel’s research on the transactions between 
commerce and social subcultures has clearly 
hit a nerve in the popular media. Covered 

by Harper’s Magazine, WIRED and The 

Globe and Mail, she says her work attracts 
notice because it’s timely, occupying “the 
intersection of topics Concordia is widely 
known for — namely identity, digital culture 


and society.” 


The freedom to work at these intersections is 
what drew Arsel to Concordia, where many 
of her colleagues also straddle disciplines. 
“Concordia has created an environment that 
welcomes people who do interdisciplinary 
work. So even though I’m the only one in 

my department conducting socio-cultural 


research, | still feel at home,” she says. 


While Arsel’s doctorate from the University 
of Wisconsin is ostensibly in marketing, 

her work draws equally on backgrounds in 
sociology and cultural anthropology, with 
applications in product, service and space 
design, as well as branding, social media use 


and sustainability. 


“JMSB’s openness to my type of research 

is not what you find in most other business 
schools,” she says. “They usually favour more 
econometric work, quantitative datasets, and 
questions with clear causality. Anthropology 


and sociology are more messy.” 


It appears the world’s leading marketers are 
gradually coming around to Arsel’s brand 

of “messiness.” She cites a recent Atlantic 
Monthly article that suggests Microsoft is now 
second only to the United States government 
in the number of anthropologists on its 
payroll. “Corporations are well aware of this 
work and valuing it,” she says. “Corporate 
anthropologists even have their own 


conference.” 


So what does listening to Khmer psychedelia 
say about Zeynep Arsel? “I was outed during 


my dissertation defence,” she laughs. “So are 


you a hipster yourself, someone asked?” 








*m a Concordia life member,” says Rafik 

Naccache, who first stepped on campus as 

an undergrad in 1996 and, 15 years later, 
stepped on stage to receive the Governor 
General’s Gold Medal for his research on 
nano materials — impossibly small particles 
that could someday help to defeat a rogue’s 


gallery of diseases, including cancer. 


Naccache has seen plenty of changes 

at Concordia. But one constant is the 
mentorship of chemistry professor John 
Capobianco. Head of the Lanthanide 
Research Laboratory and co-director of 
the Centre for NanoScience Research, 
Capobianco’s own 26-year career at 
Concordia might also qualify him as a 


“life member.” 


Capobianco, who holds a Tier 1 Concordia 
University Research Chair in Nanoscience, 
has published hundreds of peer-reviewed 
articles, and has devoted 30 years to the 
sub-microscopic nano universe — more 


specifically to the synthesis, characterization 


and spectroscopy of lanthanide doped particles. 


The research has found ways to improve 
early disease detection, says Capobianco. 
The hope is to diagnose early-stage cancers 
of fewer than 100 cells — “but that’s a really 


big dream,” he cautions. 


Naccache, who completed his PhD and 
coauthored several articles with Capobianco, 
agrees the challenge is huge: “The body and 
its diseases are so complex you find yourself 


baffled every day.” 


Indeed, their shared dream is so ambitious that 
it transcends individuals, disciplines and labs, 
making them life members of a global scientific 
fraternity. Capobianco’s team collaborates 
with labs at Université Laval and Université du 
Québec a Montreal, as well as with university 


labs in Verona, Milan and Madrid. 


Says Naccache, “Working in silos is 
impossible. You absolutely need teamwork 
because you have experts from chemistry 
and biology, from materials science and 
spectroscopy and physics — from so 


many disciplines.” 


According to Capobianco, Naccache is an 
excellent scientist because “he looks beyond 
issues we've already discussed and comes 
back with unexpected — even off-the-wall 
ideas.” The professor pauses, and then drives 
home his point: “You know, | once read that 
science should be done with the eyes of a 


two-year-old.” 


For his part, Naccache says he thrived under 
Capobianco’s tutelage. “Dr. Capobianco 
gave me the intellectual freedom to become 
a better scientist ... always there to talk, 

his door always open. And that’s been my 
experience throughout Concordia. From 
administrators to techs to profs, every door 


is open.” 


Naccache will easily reach his goal of securing 
an academic appointment, says Capobianco. 
Apart from being a good scientist, “Rafik is 

a leader who can direct grad students to 
make their contributions to society” — 


and, presumably, to also dream big.

STUDENTS ENJOYED IMPRESSIVE ACHIEVEMENTS IN 2012, BOTH ACADEMICALLY 
AND IN THE COMMUNITY. 

As end-of-year school projects go, the one created by a group of mechanical engineering 
students was extraordinary. Jad Saleh, Giovanni Fancello, Andrew Farag, Sabrina Ibarra, 
Stephen Jacobs and Nicholas Zacchia decided to achieve something unprecedented when 


they combined their considerable smarts to design and build a linear particle accelerator. 


Linacs, as they’re often called, increase the velocity of charged subatomic particles with such 
applications as X-ray machines and radiation therapy. The team built a mini electron gun 
accelerator for the Capstone Engineering Design Project, which mechanical engineering 
students must complete in their final year. It garnered media attention and won the students 
the Richard Cheng Design Award for Mechanical Engineering by Concordia’s Department 


of Mechanical and Industrial Engineering. 


Affirming Concordia’s commitment to community engagement, students donated their time 
and talents through the Alternative Spring Break program, which facilitates volunteer 
work in Montreal and abroad during the annual reading week. In 2012, students worked 

on projects such as teaching English to orphans in the Dominican Republic, reconstructing 
homes in New Orleans, tutoring children in an after-school program in Montreal, sprucing 


up a summer camp in the Laurentians, and aiding in the building of a school in Peru. 


Graduate students had the opportunity to learn how to explain their thesis research in 

an easy-to-understand way during Concordia’s first-ever Three Minute Thesis 
Competition (3MT). The 3MT teaches students to present their research topics quickly 
and simply to people outside of their fields. The competition was brought to Concordia by 
the GradProSkills program, which offers a full range of free workshops that enable graduate 


students to acquire career-building skills. 
ATHLETES SHONE THROUGHOUT THE YEAR. 
The wrestling team won its second consecutive men’s championship at the Canadian 


Interuniversity Sport Nationals in Thunder Bay. 


The Stingers women’s rugby team captured its fourth provincial championship in six 


years in October with a single point victory, 35-34, over Laval University’s Rouge et Or.

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Concordia also fielded athletes in the London Olympic Games: fencer Philippe Beaudry, 
a finance student, who was competing at the Olympics for the second time; Concordia Stingers 
wrestler David Tremblay; former Stingers wrestler Martine Dugrenier (BSc 02, GrDip 08), who 
returned in the fall to her role as an assistant coach with the Concordia team; Pierre-Luc Hinse, 
an anthropology student, who competed in table tennis; Sasha Mehmedovic, an education 


student, and finance student Sergio Pessoa, both of whom competed in judo. 


CONCORDIA WAS HELD IN HIGH ESTEEM BY RANKING ORGANIZATIONS IN 2012 
FOR TWO OF ITS FACULTIES. 

The Corporate Knights magazine ranked the John Molson School of Business (JMSB) third in 
Canada while The Economist ranked the school’s MBA program 78th in the world and third 
in Canada. The JMSB was also listed as the 51st most targeted business school in the world 


by recruiters of MBA graduates in the annual QS Global 200 Business Schools Report. 


The Faculty of Engineering and Computer Science also received an accolade in the 2012 
QS World University Rankings, which placed its civil engineering program in the top 
200 worldwide. 





A GROWING RESEARCH PROFILE: FROM SYNTHETIC BIOLOGY TO SUSTAINABLE SYSTEMS, 
FROM STRATEGIC COMMUNICATION TO SENSORY STUDIES. 

Concordia strengthened its research capacity in 2012 through the creation of a new Senate- 
recognized research centre (institute), based in the Faculty of Engineering and Computer Science, 
and eight new Faculty-based research centres, representing a broad spectrum of academic 


inquiry. Some centres are the first of their kind in Canada. 


The Concordia Institute for Water, Energy and Sustainable Systems in the Faculty of Engineering 
and Computer Science, will promote research into new systems, technologies and solutions 
for water, energy and resource conservation and will train students to be at the forefront of 


sustainable development practices. 

The Luc Beauregard Centre of Excellence in Communications Research in the John Molson 
School of Business, which is the first of its kind in Canada, was created to strengthen 
exchanges between industry and scholars in marketing and strategic communications. 


= 
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The CGA Research Centre in the John Molson School of Business, created through a 
$250,000 donation from the Ordre des comptables generaux accrédités du Québec, 


will produce educational materials and articles for scientific journals. 


The Centre for Clinical Research in Health, housed in the Department of Psychology, was 
created to study the psychosocial determinants of physical and mental health and the cause, 


prevention, and treatment of physical and mental illnesses. 


The Centre for Microscopy at Concordia will provide the university’s research community 
with a centralized location for seven high-performance microscopes along with 


image analysis. 


The Centre for Sensory Studies was established to foster the interdisciplinary study of 
sensory perception, aesthetics, marketing and communication and is composed of researchers 


and graduate students from the university’s four Faculties. 


The Centre for Applied Synthetic Biology, also a first in Canada, unites researchers in biology, 
computer science, engineering, and physics. It allows for groundbreaking biological 


applications in environmental and health management and integrates research with emerging 


societal, legal and ethical issues. 





The Centre for Iranian Studies, which put Concordia on the map as one of only a dozen 
universities worldwide that are active in the field of Iranian studies, is another first in Canada. 
Its objectives include awarding scholarships, hosting public lectures by visiting scholars, 

and networking with institutions and organizations throughout the world to promote 


Iranian culture. 


The Loyola Sustainability Research Centre integrates the scholarly study of science, policy, 
and values in the pursuit of environmental and community sustainability. Its thematic focus is 


biodiversity conservation and climate change mitigation and adaptation 


A long-standing commitment to sustainability was demonstrated through the renaming of 
one of Concordia's respected colleges. The Loyola International College became the Loyola 
College for Diversity and Sustainability. The college also opened a new academic program, 


a Minor in Sustainability. 


OUR LEADERSHIP IN CAMPUS SUSTAINABILITY WAS RECOGNIZED THROUGH 
SEVERAL PRESTIGIOUS HONOURS. 

Two of the university’s newest buildings were granted LEED certification status by the 
Canada Green Building Council. The PERFORM Centre and the Molson Building were 
awarded gold and silver status, respectively. These awards demonstrate our ongoing 


commitment to making sustainability a fundamental operating principle across all sectors. 


The Loyola City Farm School was the recipient of the 2012 Quality and Productivity 
Honorable Mention from the Canadian Association of University Business Officers for 


the project’s edible landscaping initiative. 


The STARS Silver Rating from the Association for the Advancement of Sustainability in 
Higher Education recognized Concordia’s initiatives on such things as greenhouse gas 


emissions, energy use, waste management, employee equity and diversity, childcare facilities, 


socially responsible investments and community engagement. 





THE EVER-PRESENT SPIRIT OF GIVING BACK TO THE COMMUNITY CONTINUED IN 2012 


when Concordia’s annual Centraide Campaign raised $185,000 from events that included 


pasta lunches, bake sales and a raffle, organized by volunteers throughout the university community. 





CONCORDIA CONTINUED TO REINFORCE ITS POSITION AS A MAJOR CULTURAL 
ENGINE IN MONTREAL with the signature of an agreement with the Fantasia International 
Film Festival. The agreement further solidified Fantasia’s connection to the university, which 
has acted as host through much of the festival’s successful history. The 2012 festival marked 
its 10th anniversary at Concordia. The agreement builds on the shared strengths of both 
partners: a festival that showcases cutting-edge creations and the university that has forged 

an international reputation for its creative output through programs including those offered 


through the Mel Hoppenheim School of Cinema. 





A CONFERENCE HELD IN PARTNERSHIP WITH THE BIBLIOTHEQUE ET ARCHIVES 
NATIONALES DU QUEBEC, shed light on the idea that Japanese manga is about a lot more 
than comic books. The theme of the three-day event was Experiencing the Media Mix: Anime, 
Manga, Video Games. In a keynote address, acclaimed scholar and manga writer Eiji Otsuka, 
speaking in North America for the first time, cited the roots of modern manga in the Second 


World War, when it was used as propaganda. 


Otsuka, a pioneer of Japan’s media world who has explored the less-examined roots of the 
cultural phenomenon of manga (comic books) and anime (cartoons), attracted a capacity 


crowd of 300 to the Bibliotheque et Archives nationales du Québec. 


Following the symposium, guests were invited to participate in a gaming experience offered by 
Concordia’s innovative research centre in Technoculture, Art and Games (TAG) and the Mount 
Royal Game Society. On the conference’s third day, select graduate students from Canada, 
Japan, and the United States attended a series of master classes to deepen their understanding 
of the media mix and its implications on a wide range of academic fields from history and 


sociology through film and communication studies to literature. 


THE GREY NUNS MOTHER HOUSE, noted for its architectural value and social relevance, 
was designated a National Historic Site by the Government of Canada. Concordia 
purchased the Grey Nuns property in 2007 and submitted an application for designation to the 


Historic Sites and Monuments Board of Canada a year later. The property had already been 


listed by the Government of Quebec as an historic site. 











A NEW ARTWORK BY JORDI BONET WAS INSTALLED ON THE LOYOLA CAMPUS. 

The aluminum mural by the late Spanish-born artist, titled The Builder, assumed a place of 
prominence in a public corridor between Concordia’s Centre for Structural and Functional 
Genomics and the Richard J. Renaud Science Complex. It was the latest work in the university’s 
program dedicated to displaying art in public spaces. The program complements those offered 
by all of Concordia’s art venues: the Leonard and Bina Ellen Gallery, the Faculty of Fine Art Gallery, 
the VAV Gallery and the Communication Studies Media Gallery and Mobile Media Gallery. 


CONCORDIANS OCCUPY AN IMPORTANT PLACE IN CONTEMPORARY CANADIAN 
ART. Nearly a quarter of the artists and curators featured in an exhibition at the Massachusetts 
Museum of Contemporary Art hail from the university’s Faculty of Fine Arts. The largest 
survey of contemporary Canadian art ever produced outside of Canada, MASS MoCA’s Oh, 
Canada was on view for almost a year during 2012 and showcased works by more than 60 
artists from every province and nearly every territory. MASS MoCA ranks among the most 


visited American institutions dedicated to new art. 


THE GOVERNMENT OF QUEBEC ANNOUNCED $3.25 MILLION IN FUNDING for the 
redevelopment of the Ed Meagher Arena on the Loyola Campus. That amount will be matched 
by Concordia, bringing total funding for the overhaul to $6.5 million, which will allow the 
university to upgrade the facility to National Hockey League standards. The main 
renovations planned include a new rink surface, an upgrade to the refrigeration system, and a 
new dressing room and equipment storage room adjacent to the arena. The renovated building 
will promote physical activity among students and the Montreal community, allowing the arena 


to welcome a greater number of users, including members of the local community.
